Each township of the sec­ 
ond class in the state elects,

This board of su­ 
pervisors is authorized to levy a i^au 
tax not exceeding IO mills.

Major MtMamee and Troops Are 


Scattered. 


Presidio, Texas, Jan. 12.— General 
Francisco Villa captured the Mexican 
town of Ojinagu at IU o'clock on Sat 
unlay night. 
The rebel victory followed a sharp 
battle, In which the superiority of the 
Tebel forces was evident. 
It had been conceded that the fall 
of tile city would m ark the overthrow 
of tim Huerta regime in the whole of 
northern Mexico. 
The attack on the garrison was re 
Ruined early In the day. 
Led by Gen­ 
era! Villa, just before sundown, the 
rebel army, advancing from the south­ 
east and west, drove back the Federal 
outposts, captured fifty men and then 
opened a heavy rifle fire on the Fed­ 
eral trenches, backed by shrapnel from 
the rebel field guns. 
Vilia, advancing 
from the south, 
had with him only 1000 men. Generals 
H e m ra and Hernandez led 1200 reb­ 
els from the west, from a Lase in tile 
village of San Juan. The main body of 
rebels, comprising about ISHO mea, ad­ 
vanced along the river road from the 
east. 
Steadily creeping

era! fortifications high on the plateau 
where 
Djin aga 
stands, tile rebels, 
♦ shrouded ’n great clouds of dust, oc 
en pied positions four miles from tilt* 
village before they met with any re­ 
sistance. 
The Federal outposts then opened 
fire. their rifle volleys being support­ 
ed by the fire cif a few machine guns. 
Tile rattlln-i return fire of the rebels 
soon silenced the guns of the out­ 
posts. 
The scattered federals were thrown 
into disorder and attempted to retreat. 
hut Atty were 
captured, and seven* 
others 
threw awny their rifles tin*! 
inmped into the river, swimming to 
tfo American side. 
The rout of tho Fe ’oral outposts 
b a i an immediate cheet en the Ut*U; 
*ral garrison.

Tills provoked something of a pan’* 
rush for Hic river and in ma J disor 
lor a mob plunged into the river. Sol 
liers topple! over women and chil 
tren, Gut all reached the American 
ide in satety. 
Genera! Mercado romaine I in the 
'arrison until he sow that all who 
•oui I be found had left.

t Toss with the rear. On the American 
side the United States soldiers round 
ti up the refugees in a wid** circular 
tp a c t.

mission appointed by Judge Al lr.cli, 
of the United States court, to roa< Ii a 
finding as to whether it would be a 
public menace to liberate Harry K. 
Thaw on bail, pending a final dr* 
i >n 
of his rase in the federal lo ur

reached a conclusion and flied tile 
same in avriting with tho clerk of tile 
United States court in this city. 
Tile re to rt of the ( ommUsi *n teas 
made 
public 
and its conclusion I* 
couched in these w orls:

opinion it is reasonably 
probable that Harry Kendall Thaw ’s 
liberty tinder bail would not be dan­ 
gerous or a menace to the public peace 
and safety.” 
The commission further stater by 
its written rej>ort that its members 
have formed a Unanimous and positive 
opinion as to the state of Thaw ’s mind 
at the time of the homicide, but re­ 
frains from expressing that opinion, 
because the scope of its Inquiry do a 
not permit of a finding or an opinion 
on this point. 
The report Is addressed to .Iii isre 
Alii rich a n i signed by ail the mem­ 
bers of the commission. In its open­ 
ing pages of tho somewhat exhaustive 
re; ort the commission says Fiat they 
went carefully over the case book of 
the Matteaw'sn hospital covering the 
period from Feb, I, 19<iH, to Aug. 17, 
1913, when Thaw escaped. 
It a b o examined transcripts of all 
other leg;il proceedings. Including the 
various close and direct examinations 
of Thaw’ and all evidence submitted at 
the t avo trials of Thaw for homicide. 
The commis:-ion refers to the public 
hearing which It gave on Jan. 7, at 
which only witnesses In favor of Thaw' 
appeared, and then concluded ifs re­ 
port as follows:

The accretion of milk acorns to be 
Intimately connected with the water 
content of the food. Tho cow noesis a 
large amount of water to drink, but 
aside from this there Is a demand for 
f cis Is containing n high percentage of 
water, such as green forage, silage, 
roots, etc. Tho cow’s digestion Is kept 
in mufti better tone when such feeds 
a re used. 
To have an exact balance between 
the protein and the carl*ohydrates and 
fat Is not so lni|K»rtnnt as was once 
thought: for milk production It is nec­ 
essary to have a larger amount of 
protein than for beef animals, but a 
dairy ration Is now considered fairly 
satisfactory lf the nutritive ration falls 
anywhere between 1:4.4 and l:G.r». 
Last of all the Ideal ration should 
l*e composed of such feeds as will fur­ 
nish the largest amount of digestible 
nutrients at the lowest cost. This ne­ 
cessitates the liberal use of home 
grown feeds with pro|*er selection of 
those which must be purchased.—A. B
